AUGUSTA, Ga.,March 21— At9 o'clock 


Wednesday morning1 Augusta was visi- 
ted by the most destruetire windstorm 
since 1878. The tornado came from 
the southwest, with little warning, 
and passed over the city into South 
Carolina. 


In its track destruction followed; 


houses were wiped from their founda- 
tions and sent in all directions over 
housetops that were not touched hy 
the circular wind. Strange to say. 
there were no fatalities, though in 
many instances roofs were carried 
away, leaving the occupants of the 
houses unhurt. 


The majority of the houses ruined 


were small, one-story ones, as the sec- 
tion of the city over which the tornado 
passed was that for the most part in- 
habited by the poorer classes of white 
and Negroes. 


The path of the tornado was about a 


mile in length from the first place it 
struck to where it finally rose and 
passed over, and was in the shape of 
an S. It struck about every quarter of 
a mile, making- four descents and re- 
bounding, biit the second one was per- 
haps the worst. This was on Gwynett 
street, between Eighth and Ninth. 


The first two houses blown down 


were two "small ones on the outskirts 
of the city. The tornado then rose 
and came down > again on Gywnett 
Btreet. 


The house of Willie Simms, the great 


colored jockey, which is a rather nre- 
tentions one, was the first to suffer. It 
was twisted about, and the chimneys 
carried away, doors blown from their 
hinges and window sashes forced in.. 


1 Across the street several small houses 
were so completely demolished that 
there was no trace of them'except a few 
. bricks from the chimneys and founda- 


I tion posts. 


A square farther,. at the corner of 


Sumner and Eighth streets, a small 
house had the entire 'end taken-out, 
leaving -the interior exposed, resem- 
bling a scene in a theater. 
Persons 


were in the honse at the time eating 
breakfast, but they escaped unhurt. 
Outhouses in the yard were lifted-and 
carried'several squares. 


Three hundred yards further on is 


eituated the large flour ,mill of Miller 
& Co. It is an immense four-story 
building, covered .with sheet 
iron. 


While the mill was not hurt by the 
wind itself, it proved a target ,jor the 
flying bricks, shingles and 
rafters 


from the ruined houses. 
A 
small 


In front of Miller & Co.'s mill was 


an electric light. 
This was blown 


down and the wires crossed with the 
telephone wires, grounded and struck 
a mule, instantly killing him. 


Several hundred yards further to the 


northeast the wind came down again 
and demolished one-half of the round- 
house of the Central Railroad of Geor- 
gia. • One of the locomotives in the 
shops at the time was badly damaged, 
and the tin roof of the remaining por- 
tion of the building was stripped off 
like an orange peel. The roof of the 
Perkins Manufacturing Co. was also 
torn' away. The paint shop of the 
Central 
railroad 
was sprung and 


thrown out of shape, one side of its 
•foundation being blown away. Across 
Calhoun street from this two small 
houses were demolished. 


On Pen wick street, near the South- 


ern railway yard, a house in which five 
persons were,was blown away, leaving 
nothing but the flooring, and yet no 
one was hurt. 


In all about forty houses were badly 


damaged and twenty utterly destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at 530,000, 


The noise which the tornado made 


•was like that of many freight trains 
running over a long bridge. 
The 


width of its path was not over fifty. 
yards. 
The great tornado of 1878 


passed over part of the territory cov- 
ered by this, but did far greater dam- 
age. Perhaps seventy-five people were 
rendered 
homeless by Wednesday 


morning's wind. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., March 21.—A tornado 


and tremendous rain visited this sec- 
tion at 5 o'clock Wednesday morning. 
The disturbance was greater in Girard, 
Ala., across the river. The roof of the 
fertilizer manufactory was carried off 
and four houses were blown down. No 
loss of life is reported, but the damage 
to property is considerable. All the 
bridges in Girard were swept away. 


'Spain l-osed Another Vessel, 


LOXDOX, March 21. -A dispatch from 


Seville says the Spanish steamer Car- 
pio, which sailed hence for that port 
on February 27, is supposed to have 
been lost in the recent heavy gales. It 
is believed that all her crew have per- 
ished.

For perhaps the first time since he 


has been presiding over the delibera-
